Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

The  President's  call  for  300,000  volunteers, 
to  serve  three  years  or  during  the  war,  to  fill 
up  the  old  regiments,  makes  the  allotment  to 
Kentucky  of  12,000  to  be  raised. 

This  call  must  be  met,  either  by  volun- 
teers, or  by  draft,  at  an  early  day.  The  5th 
of  January  is  set  by  the  President  as  the 
time  of  ordering  the  draft.  This  will 
give  time  for  Congress  to  repeal  the  $300  ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers  xvill  receive  the  liberal  bounty 
and  increased  pay  offered  by  the  Gamii- 
ment;  the  conscript  will  not.  Volunteers 
select  their  own  companv  and  regiment — 
the  coiif-cript  will  be  assigned  without  re- 
gard to  his  wishes.  The  volunteer  will  be 
honored  hy  hi3  companions  in  arms  and  by 
his  coanlp} — the  conscript  will  not. 

Kecruiting  officers  will  be  detailed  from  the 
various  regiments  and  assigned  their  recruit- 
ing posts  by  the  Adjutant  General.  The 
proportion  due  from  each  connty,  to  equalize 
the  service  from  the  commencement  of  'be 
war,  will  he  made  known  by  the  Adjutant 
General,  and  notice  thereof  given.  Each 
county  will  be  required  to  furnish  its  allot- 
ment either  in  volunteers  or  conscripts. 

Recruiting  for  the  twelve,  months  service 
will  cease  with  the  author^les  heretofore 
given,  so  soon  as  the  regiments  forming  are 
filled. 

Let  no  muu  eay  he  would  volunteer  if  it 
were  for  defense  of  the  State  or  to  serve  in 
the  State  f  ac!s  answer  such  declarations. 
For  months  vou  have  been  called  on  for 

such  service,  and  failed  to  respond.  This 
service  is  now  closed  to  you. 

Kentucky  now  is,  and  must  continue  to  be, 
exposed  so  long  as  there  arc  rebel  armies  in 
the  field.  Guerrilla  raids  will  cease  when  the 
rebel  armies  are  broken  up.  The  only  se- 
curity U>  your  State  against  invasions  and 
raids,  is  the  destruction  of  the  rebel  armies 
Were  our  old  regiments  lull  even  to  the 
minimum,  the  days  of  rebellion  would  be 
numbered,  and  but  few  The  true  defense  of 
your  State  therefore  is  by  filling  the  old  reg- 
iments now  in  the  field.  This  will  give  a 
crushing  force*  which  must  soon  sweep  the 
rebel  armies  from  the  field. 

It's  belter  lor  you,  and  for  the  service  that 
you  enlisrin  the  old  regiments.  It  secures 
you  from  much  ol  the  dangers  of  cauip  and 
field,  and  greatly  increases  your  efficiency 
as  a  soldier.  These  regiments  are  now  his- 
toric^ They™ re  ennobled  hv  deeds  of  brave 
suffering  and  lofty  heroism.  Their  banners 
bear  inscriptions  ol  living  memories.  By 
volunteering  ymi  will  become  a  sharer  in 
in  those  living  memories  and  historic  glories.

G«B.    Corcoriin — A  Sketch  of   Ml  Kill 
tary  Career. 

The  telegraph  announces  the  death  of 
Gen.  Michael  Corcoran  on  the  22J  inst.,  from 
injuries  caused  by  the  fall  of  his  horse, 
fien.  Corcoran  was  born  in  Sligo,  Ireland, 
in  the  year  His  father,  Thomas  Cor- 

coran, was  an  oflicer  in  the  British  army, 
and  saw  service  in  the  West  Indies.  On 
the  mother's  side  he  is  descended  from  the 
Earl  of  Lucau.  After  receiving  a  fair  Eng- 
lish education,  and,  attaining  his  nineteenth 
year,  he  entered  the  Irish  constabulary  force, 
performing  the  duties  of  that  office  in  Crees- 
loug,  county  Donegal.  In  1S48,  the  same 
love  ot  liberty  and  hatred  of  tyranny  that 
made  him  a  patriot  here,  made  him  a  rebel 
in  Ireland.  In  August  1849,  he  resigned  his 
commission,  emigrated  to  this  country,  and 
«  immediately  found  employment  in  this  city, 
lie  afterwards  obtained  an  official  position 
in  the  post  office  a  short  time  before  his 
departure  for  the  seat  of  war. 

The  military  career  of  Col.  Corcoran  may 
be  dated  Irom  the  time  he  united  with  the 
gallant  G9th  as  a  private  in  company  I 
(since  changed  to  company  A  )  His  associa- 
tion whiclithnt  regiment  kindled  his  passion 
for  war,  and  his  diligent  performance  of  his 
duty,  won  for  him  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  his  comrades.  He  rose  rapidly  from  one 
position  to  another,  and  soon  became  Cap- 
tain of  the  company. 

On  the  95th  of  August,  185'J,  he  was  elect- 
ed Colonel  of  the  69th.  Since  that  time 
his*  n'.mc  was  closely  allied  with  that  of  his 
regiment.    Indeed  they  were  synonymous. 

At  the  lime  of  the  visit  of  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  Colonel  Corcoran  refused  to  order  his 
regiment  to  take  part  in  the  reception.  For 
this  he  was  court-martialed.  But  upon  the 
breaking  out  of  the  rebellion  he  wrote  a 
patriotic  letter  to  the  members  of  the  69th, 
urging  them  to  stand  by  the  Hag  ot  the 
Union. 

This  letter  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
authorities,  ami,  determined  not  to  be  out- 
done in  magnanimity,  they  dismissed  the 
court-martial.  The  effect  upon  Colonel  Cor- 
coran's  countrymen  was  magical.  They 
flocked  to  the  standard  of  their  adopted 
country,  and  the  69lh,  with  the  Colonel  at 
its  head,  called  forth  one  of  the  most  en- 
thusiastic demonstrations  ever  witnessed  in 
this  city. 

The  manly  bearing  and  calm  dignity  of 
Col.  Corcoran  won  for  him  the  respect  of 
all  with  whom  he  associated.  The  head  of 
the  War  Department  in  Washington  enter- 
tained for  him  the  highest  respect,  and  the 
officers  of  the  army  with  whom  he  served 
looked  up  to  him  with  pride  as  their  coun- 
sellor and  friend. 

One  of  the  forts  erected  to  defend  the  prin- 
cipal avenues  from  Virginia  to  the  capital 
bears  his  name,  and  will  long  remain  a  me- 
mento of  his  courage,  energy,  and  zeal  in 
warding  oft'  the  blows  aimed  at  the  heart  ot 
his  adopted  country. 

As  night  reveals  the  light  of  luminaries 
that  shine  unnoticed  in  the  glare  ot  day,  so 
the  dark  season  of  civil  war  brings  out  the 
I  best  attributes  of  some  men,  whose  noble 
traits  of  character  were  scarcely  known  be- 
fore beyond  the  radius  of  their  friends  and 
acquaintances.  It  is  eminently  so  in  the 
case  of  Gen.  Corcoran. 

He  was  with  his  men  at  Annapolis; 
marched  with  them  along  the  road  to  the 
junction.  He  was  with  them  at  Georgetown, 
at  Arlington  Heights,  at  the  relief  of  the 
Ohio  troops  at  Vienna,  and  at  Centreville. 
He  shared  their  hardships  and  their  dangers, 
never  commanding  his  men  to  inarch  where 
he  wns  not  willing  to  lead. 

At  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  he  greatly  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  his  coolness,  courage, 
sagacity,  and  patriotism.  A  participant  in 
the  fight  gives  the  following  graphic  sketch: 
Sherman  told-  the  bravest  ol  Colonels  (Cor- 
coran) to  form  square.  The  gallant  Col. 
said,  "I  have  not  as  many  as  I  would  like 
to  do  so  with,  but  we'll  do  the  best  we  can." 
The  brave  and  determined  Colonel  formed 
us  into  square,  and  so  we  retreated,  receiv- 
ing a  fresh  flanking  fire  from  our  adversa 
ries  as.  we  went  along. 

It  was  while  thus  exposed  Col.  Corcoran 
received  the  wound  which  led  to  his  capture. 
l''or  several  months  he  was  held  a  prisoner 
-  -'TJT  war  in  Richmond,  afterward  sent  to  Cas- 
tle Pickney,  and  then  to  Salisbury,  in  the 
interior  of  South  Carolina. 

During  his  longand  paintul  imprisonment, 
he  was  never  known  to  falter  for  a  moment 
in  his  attachment  to  llie  Union.  No  word 
of  complaint  escaped  his  lips.  His  letters 
home  were  imbued  with  the  spirit  ol  hope 
lor  the  luture — and  that  future  will  not 
cheat  him. 

He  shared  his  cup  and  crust  with  those, 
who,  like  himself,  were  'captives  in  a  strange 
land,''  and,  always  lorgetting  himself,  he 
ever  remembered  those  who  were  his  fellow 
prisoners,  and  exertel  his  best  elforts  to  se- 
cure their  speedy  release — thus  developing 
thesublime  traits  ol  the  true  soldier  and  the 
real  hero. 

Upon  his  release  from  Libby  Prison,  gov- 
ernment appointed  him  a  Brigadier  General, 
dating  his  commission  back  to  the  21st  of 
July,  1S61 — the  time  that  he  was  captured. 
He  immediately  proceeded  to  recruit  a  bri- 
gade.

Yankee  overcoats  keep  shady  since  the 
exposure  of  the  la-^e  abstractions  from  the 
Yankee  repository  for  the  prisoners  in  Rich- 
mond. Numbers'  of  persons  have  purchased 
the  coats  from  those  exhibiting  them  for  sale, 
and  were  flattering  themselves  they  had 
obtained  great  bargahis  at  from  forty  to  six- 
ty dollars  apiece,  when  they  were  astounded 
by  the  intelligence  that  every  person  found 
with  a  garment  of  this  kind  in  bis  possesion 
would  be  hauled  up  and  made  to  account 
how,  and  by  whom  he  came  by  it.  Yankee 
overcoats  became  suddenly  scarce,  and  there 
was  not  one  in  the  market.  The  dyers,  we 
learn,  are  overrun  with  orders  to  dye  them 
— change  them  from  the  hateful  Yankee 
blue  to  the  less  suspecious  black. 

Tragedy  in  Arkansas  An  Overseer  Killed 
by  Negroes  Two  Years  Ago. 

In  Arkansas,  so  prolific  of  horrors  has  re- 
cently been  revealed  one  of  those  instances 
of  retributive  justice  so  terrible  in  recital  as 
to  almost  stagger  belief,  yet  but  additional 
verification  of  the  truth  ot  the  well-worn 
adage  that  "murder  will  out,"  even  though 
its  authors  are  suffered  for  years  to  evade  the 
punishment  their  horrid  crimes  so  justly 
merit. 

About  two  years  since,  a  Virginia  gen- 
tleman.whose  name  our  informant  does  not 
remember,  emigrated  to  Crittenden  county, 
Ark.,  purchased  a  plantation,  with  negroes, 
a  mile  or  two  west  of  Memphis.  He  em- 
ployed as  overseer  a  man  named  Johnson, 
who  had  resided  for  several  years  in  the 
neighborhood.  Johnson  was  what  is  termed 
a  "hard  master,  and  sootl  became  very  un- 
popular'with  the  hands  who  worked  under 
him. 

There  was  no  open  manifestation  of  dis- 
content, however,  beyond  a  sullen  acquies 
cence  to  every  order  and  demand,  and  seem- 
ingly settled  determination  with  all  to  do  no 
more  for  him  than  necessary  to  avoid  fre- 
quent punishment — a  fate  that  awaited 
them  whenever  even  the  most  slight  pretext 
offered. 

Matters  progressed  in  this  maoer  until 
the  spring  of  1862,  when  the  owner  of  the 
plantation  left  home  for  a  year's  absence, 
the  plantation  being  placed  in  the  sole 
charge  of  the  overseer.  The  absence  ot 
their  master,  who  was  in  the  main  kindly  dis- 
posed toward  his  slaves,  and  had  often  shield- 
ed them  from  punishment  by  interposing 
in  their  behalf,  caused  matters  to  grow  from 
bad  to  worse.  The  negroes  became  less  in- 
clined to  obey,  and  the  severe  whippings 
increased  in  proportion.  Finally,  tour  or 
five  of  the  ringleaders  of  the  insubordinates 
disappeared  from  the  plantation,  and  no 
trace  of  their  whereabouts,  although  it  was 
generally  believed  they  had  not  left  that 
portion  ot  the  country,  could  be  discovered. 

One  day  in  May  of  the  same  year,  the 
overseer  left  the  plantation,  for  some  pur- 
pose, announcing  that  he  would  return  that 
night.  He  failed  to  appear  at  nightlall;  but 
little  was  thought  of  it,  as  he  occasionally 
absented  himself  from  the  plantation  lor  a 
day  or  two  at  a  time.  His  continued  absence 
throughout  the  following  day  alarmed  the 
neigh tiorhood,  and  a  search  for  the  missing 
man  was  at  once  instituted,  suspicion  at 
once  pointing  to  the  belief  that  Johnson  had 
been  foully  dealt  with. 

But  who  were  his  murderers,  and  where 
hail  he  fallen  into  their  power?  These  ques- 
tions were  discussed  by  the  searching  parties. 
No  one  doubted  that  the  fugitive  negroes 
were  the  authors  of  the  crime,  although 
nothing  had  been  heard  of  their  being 
any  where  in  the  neighborhood  The  woods 
were  scoured  iu  every  direction  lot  days; 
but  to  no  purpose.  No  traces  could  be  dis- 
covered of  the  missing  man,  nor  of  his  sup- 
posed murderers. 

Thus  the  matter  stood  until  about  ten  days 
ago,  when  the  mystery  was  solved  by  the 
merest  accident.  A  planter,  who  lives  in  the 
neighborhood,  was  aroused  from  sleep  one 
night  by  the  sound  ot  voices  near  his  prem- 
ises. At  once  conjecturing  that  the  owners 
ot  the  voices  were  members  of  some  of  the 
prowling  bands  of  thieving  negroes,  who 
confine  themselves  to  the  darkest  recesses 
of  the  woods  by  day,  and  make  marauding 
excursions  to  the  plantations  by  night,  he 
arose,  se'ized  his  rifle,  and  stealthily  emerg- 
ed from  the  bouse.  His  movements  were 
not  observed  by  the  negroes,  one  of  whom, 
more  daring  than  the  rest,  had  advanced  to 
within  a  few  feet  of  where  the  gentleman 
was  concealed.  1 1  ■.in  the  planter  suddeuly 
seized  anjlelted  to  the  ground  with  a  heavy 
blow  from  the  butt  ot  his  weapon.  The 
others,  affrighted  at  the  ill  success  of  their 
comrade,  fled  to  the  woods,  and  were  soon 
lost  in  the  gloom. 

The  captive,  who  soon  recovered  from  the 
blow,  was  taken  into  the  house,  and  was, 
much  to  the  surprise  ol  all  present,  readily 
identified  as  one  of  the  fugitives  from  the 
Johnson  plantation  Before  allowing  the 
negro  time  to  recover  from  the  confusiou 
incident  to  his  discovery,  the  gentleman 
seized  ajstout  whip  and  commenced  apply- 
ing it  vigorously  to  the  slave's  shoulders, 
charging  him  with  the  murder  of  Johnson, 
and  threatening,  unless  he  told  him  the  ex- 
act truth,  that  he  would  whip  him  to  death 
The  course  pursued  had  the  desired  effect 
The  hoy  acknowledged  being  one  of  the  par- 
ties implicated  in  the  murder,  and  made  a 
full  confession. 

Four  of  them,  who  lived  together  in  the 
swamps,  had  long  waited  lor  an  opportunity 
even. "  as  they  expressed  it,  with 
eraljimes,  though  at  the 
ventured  to  the

One  afternoon,  while  skulking  in  the 
woods,  they  discovered  a  man  sitting  on  a 
stump  some  distance  from  them.  His  face 
was  turned  from  them,  but  another  glance 
revealed  that  the  object  of  their  attention 
was  none  other  than  Johnson. 

It  was  at  once  resolved  to  kill  him.  The 
entire  party  (one  of  whom  had  an  axe.  with 
which  it  was  designed  to  accomplish  the 
bloody  work)  advanced  as  stealhily  as  possi- 
ble, and,  when  reaching  a  point  whose  near- 
ness rendered  further  approach  by  stealth 
impossible,  all  ran  rapidly  to  the  spot,  and. 
before  the  unsuspecting  man  could  recover 
from  the  surprise  occasioned  by  their  ap- 
proach, he  was  secured  and  in  their  power. 
He  who  held  the  rtxe  lost  little  time  in  pois- 
ing it  and  burying  it  deeply  in  the  unfortu- 
nate man's  skull.  He  fell  to  the  earth  and 
expired  without  a  groan.  With  the  axe, 
their  knives,  and  whatever  else  offered,  they 
speedily  scooped  out  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
loose  earth  beside  a  log  near  the  scene  of 
the  murder,  in  which  to  deposit  the  remains, 
and  thus  conceal  all  traces  of  their  horrid 
work.  The  body  was  placed  in  this  rude- 
ly constructed  vault  ami  covered  with  earth. 

It  was  not  likely  that  the  spot  would  be 
soon  discovered,  and  the  negroes  felt  secure 
in  the  belief  that,  even  if  it  were,  their 
hiding  places  in  the  swamps  could  not  be 
found. 

The  horrid  recital  over,  the  planter  de- 
manded that  the  negro  informihim  of  the 
whereabouts  of  his  fellows  in  crime  and 
lead  a  party  to  the  scene  of  murder.  To 
this  he  also  assented,  doubtless  believing 
that  by  revealing  all  he  would  save  his  own 
life. 

A  parly  started  the  following  morning  for 
the  rendezvous,  came  upon  the  negroes  un- 
awares, and  captured  two  of  them,  the  third 
succeeding  in  effecting  his  escape. 

After  securing  the  prisoners,  the  party 
started  for  the  scene  of  the  murder.  The 
negro  led  them  directly  to  it.  They  were 
shown  where  the  corpse  was  deposited,  and 
the  work  ol  a  few  moments  proved  that  he 
had  not  deceived  them. 

The  bones  of  the  murdered  man,  from 
which  the  flesh  had  settled,  were  removed 
from  the  hole,  and  deposited  upon  the 
ground  beside  it.  A  repeater,  identified  as 
his  property,  was  also  found  there,  and  there 
no  longer  remained  cause  for  doubt,  even  if 
any  had  existed  before,  that  the  murdered 
man  was  none  other  than  the  overseer,  who 
had  so  mysteriously  disappeared  two  years 
before. 

What  disposition  would  have  been  made 
of  the  three  murderers  by  the  citizens,  had 
they  been  allowed  to  proceed  with  the  mat- 
ter, is  not  known,  but  a  fate  as  terrible  as 
that  which  befell  their  victim  soon  overtook 
them. 

The  guerrilla  Barton  and  a  portion  of  his 
gang  were  in  the  neighborhood  at  the  time. 
They  heard  ol  the  affair,  and  at  once  de- 
manded and  obtained  the  prisoners.  Once 
in  their  possession,  the  negroes  were  order- 
ed into  line,  a  volley  was  fired,  and  a  moment 
afterwards  they  were  stretohed  lifeless  on 
the  ground,  each  pierced  by  two  or  three 
balls.  The  bodies  were  interred  near  the 
scene  of  the  execution — Memphis  Argus, 
Dec.  16.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  A  merica 
in  Congress  assembled,  That,  in  pursuance  of 
the  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  enable  him  to  advance 
Captain  Kodgers  one  grade  in  pursuance  of 
the  ninth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of 
sixteenth  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  the  thanks  of  Congress  be  and  they  are 
hereby  tendered  to  Captain  John  Rogers, 
"lor  the  eminent  skill  and  gallantry  exhibit 
ed  by  him  in  the  engagement  with  the  rebel 
armed  iron-jlad steamer  FingsJ,'  alias  Allan 
ta.'  whilst  in  com  in  and  of  the  United  Stales 
iron-clad  steamer  Weehawken,  which  led  to 
her  eapture  on  June  seventeenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three  .  and  also  for  the 
zeal  and  bravery,  and  general  good  conduct 
shown  by  this  officer  on  many  occasions 
Approved,  December 23,  1863.

Provided,  That  no  bounties,  except  such  as 
are  now  provided  by  law,  shall  be  paid  to 
any  persons  enlisted  after  the  fifth  day  of 
January  next. 

Sec  2  And  be  it  further  resoled,  That  the 
money  paid  by  drafted  persons  under  the  "act 
for  enrolling  and  Calling  out  the  national 
forces  and  lor  other  purposes,"  approved  third 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  ol  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  on  requi- 
sitions, as  in  the  case  of  other  public  moneys, 
and  the  money  so  paid  shall  lie  kept  in  the 
Treasury  as  a  special  deposit,  applicable 
only  to  the  expenses  of  draft  and  for  the 
procuration  ol  substitutes  ;  for  these  pur- 
poses it  is  hereby  approprjated.

who  sold  them  in  Boston,  and  the  stuns.1 
named  arc  returned  to  Mr.  Jones  The 
highest  price  obtained  for  eggs  was  30  cents 
per  dozen,  and  the  lowest  18  Beats,  the  Mer 
age  being  a  fraction  less  than  24  cents 
Mori  than  hall  ol  the  chickens  were  hatch- 
ed before  March  13th,  and  the  sales  com- 
menced on  the  6th  of  May,  when  six  chick- 
ens sold  for$4  30.  Of  the  eggs  set,  70  per 
cent,  hatched,  and  of  the  chickens  brought 
out.

TnE  Beginnings  of  Evil. — Truths  like  the 
following  can  scarcely  be  repeated  too  often. 
Young  men,  for  the  most  part,  arc  but  little 
aware  ot  (he  danger  which  attends  the  be 
ginning  of  evil.  No  one  becomes  suddenly 
abandoned  and  profligate  There  is  always 
a  gradual  progrec-s.  He  begins  with  slight 
occasional  departures  Irom  rectitude,  and 
goes  Irom  one  degree  of  guilt  to  another,  till 
hisj  conscience  becomes  seared,  the  vicious 
propensities  strong,  the  habits  ol  indulgence 
fixed,  and  the  character  ruined. 

Nothing  is  more  obvious  than  this  con- 
nection between  the  beginning  and  consum- 
mation of  evil;  and  yet,  hardly  anything  is 
more  difficult  than  to  convince  the  young  of 
its  reality.  In  entering  upon  wrong  courses 
they  have  not  the  least  expectation  or  fear 
of  the  dreadful  issue.  They  mean  not  to 
proceed  beyond  the  point  of  safety  and  they 
have  no  doubt  they  can  easily  effect  an  es- 
cape, whentver  danger  appears ,  but  ere  they 
are  aware,  they  are  arrested  by  the  iron  grasp 
of  habit,  and  ruined  forever. 

Take,  for  example,  the  young  man  who 
occasionally  drinks  to  excess  in  the  social 
circle;  he  does  not  dream  that  be  is  entering 
upon  a  course  which  will  probably  end  in 
confirmed  intemperance  He  means  no 
harm;  he  says  of  the  sin,  is  it  not  a  little 
one?  there  can  be  no  danger  i is  it.  But  soon 
his  bands  are  made  9trong,  and  he  becomes 
the  slave  of  a  sottish  vice. 

Thus  it  is  witL  all  vicious  practices.  How- 
ever slight  at  first,  they  tend,  by  a  strong 
and  necessary  impulse,  to  the  point  ol  utter 
depravity  of  principle  and  ruin  of  character 
There  is  no  safety  but  in  guarding  against 
the  first  appearance  of  evil.  To  step  upon 
lorbidden  ground,  is  to  throw  one's  self  into 
the  power  of  the  destroyer;  and  if  (iod  in- 
terposes not  to  deliver,  ruin  is  inevitable.  It 
was  a  Wise  saying  among  the  ancients,  that 
the  way  of  vice  lies  .rewti  hill  It  you  take 
but  a  lew  steps,  the  motion  soon  become  so 
impetuous  and  violent  that  it  is  impossible

The  white  man  toll  him 
Jesus  could  not  accept  those  gifts.  "Me 
give  .fesii's  my  dog,  my  rille,  and  my  blanket; 
poor  Indian:  he  got  no  more  to  give — he 
give  Jesus  all."  The  minister  replied  that 
Christ  could  not  accept  them.  The  poor, 
ignorant,  but  generous  child  of  the  lorest 
bent  his  head  in  sorrow  and  meditation, 
lie  raised  his  noble  brow  once  more,  and 
filed  his  eye  on  the  preacher,  while  he 
sobbed  out,  "here  is  poor  Indian;  ui/l  Jesus 
hc.ee  him  .'"  A  thrill  ot 'unutterable  joy  ran 
through  the  souls  of  minister  and  people, 
as  this  tierce  son  of  the  wilderness  now  sat 
in  his  right  mind  at  the  leet  of  Jesus.  The 
spirit  had  done  its  work,  and  he  who  had 
been  so  poor,  received  the  earnest  of  an  in- 
heritance which  will  not  fade  when  the 
diadems  of  earth  shall  have  mouldered  for 
erer.

An  Important  Matter. 

The  qUMtlOB  of  making  Home  provision 
for  the  benefit  ol  claims  of  citizens  of  Ken 
tucky  growing  out  of  this  war  lias  already 
been  bfouglit  before  tlie  Legislature,  but  no 
definite  action  lias  been  taken. 

It  is  a  natter  of  vast  importance  to  a 
large  portion  of  the  people  of  this  State 
whose  losses  anJ  necessities  call  loudly  for 
aouic  relief,  and  we  hope  that  some  meas- 
ures may  be  devised  for  their  benefit.  Their 
property  has  been  taken,  and  ussl  in  the 
Federal  and  State  service,  and  every  one  will 
recognize  the  justice  of  a  claim  for  compen- 
sation in  every  such  case.  But  the  question 
arises  how,  when,  and  by  whom  they  are  to 
be  paiJ  '! 

ft  is  not  expected  that  either  the  Federal 
Government  or  the  Slate,  should  pay  for  the 
ordinary  and  inevitable  lossos  which  have 
been  subtaiued  by  the  people;  but  it  is  right 
and  proper  that  one  or  the  other  should  pay 
for  property  which  has  been  takeu  by  our 
armies,  and  actually  used  in  the  public  ser- 
vice. The  people  should  be  compensated  to 
some  extent  for  damages  sustained  to  their 
property  by  the  action  of  our  armies. 

Not  one-tenth  o(  the  property  taken,  and 
damage  done,  has  been  paid  for;  nor  have 
proper  vouchers  been  given  for  one-third. 
In  many  instances  receipts  and  vouchers 
have  been  given,  but  they  are  informal,  and 
not  worth  the  paper  they  are  writteu  on, 
until  some  provision  ie  made  lu  meet  the 
case. 

The  people  Of  Kentucky  have  been  loyal 
to  the  Government,  and  deserve  better  treat- 
ment. The  great  majority  of  sufferers  are 
Union  ineu— at  least  such  is  the  proportion 
within  the  range  of  our  observation  and  in- 
tonnation— very  many  are  poor,  and  unable 
to  hear  the  loss;  and  their  present  necessi- 
ties demand  at  least  an  effort  in  their  be- 
hall 

There  are  mauy  difficulties  in  the  way  — 
but,  yet,  we  hop/that  something  may  be 

done. 

If  no  arrangement  can  be  made  tor  pres- 
kent  or  early  payment,  we  respectfully  sug- 
gest that  some  proper  mode  may  be  prescrib 
ed  by  the  Legislature  by  which  claimants 
may  prove  their  claims  in  such  manner  that 
they  would  be  good,  either  against  the  State 
or  the  Federal  Government  hereafter.  In 
many  counties  where  these  losses  have  been 
greatest,  the  people  are  least  able  to 
bear  them  ;  and,  while  they  are  held  bound 
to  pay  Federal  and  State  taxes,  it  is  simple 
justice  that  they  should  be  paid  for  their 
property.  It  will  be  a  double  wrong  to  sub- 
ject them  to  both  II  they  are  paid  lor  their 
property  which  has  been  takeu,  they  would, 
as  loyal  citizen*,  respond,  as  t,hey  have  al- 
wavs  done,  with  cheerlulness  to  every  de- 
mand upon  their  patriotism.  Unless  the 
State  takes  the  matter  in  hand,  we  fear  that 
they  will  not  give  the  subject  proper  consid- 
eration at  Washington. 

Other  States  have  been  heard,  and  heeded 
at  Washington,  and  there  ia  no  reason  why 
Kentucky,  their  peer  in  loyalty,  as  in  every 
other  respect,  should  not  make  kno<»n  her 
just  demands  She.  has  done  as  much,  and 
eacritio.ed  more  than  many  States,  which 
have  received  favorable  treatment.  Let  her 
voice  be  heard  in  behalf  ol  her  loyal  people, 
and  let  her  just  demands  be,  in  the  proper 
spirit,  and  at  the  proper  lime,  pressed. 

We  leel  sure  that  our  vigilant  Governor 
and  his  associate-!  in  the  ditl'ercol  depart 
ments  of  the  State  Governments,  will  cordi- 
ally second  the  efforts  of  the.  Legislature  to 
have  justice  done. 

St^C'old  weather  is  upon  us,  producing 
much  suffering  among  the  poorer  classes  in 
our  midst.  Every  eity  is  making  provision 
for  the  poor,  and  Fraoklort  should  not  be 
behind  any  of  then,  It  is  a  matter  which 
imceriis  every  one  of  the  proper  feeling. 
rHe  who  would  permit  a  human  being  to 
suffer,  without  an  effort  at  relief,  it  a  brute. 
If  every  one  would  do  what  they  are  able 
to  do,  without  feeling  the  loss,  there  would 
be  but  little  sutfering.  We  have  six  churches 
in  Frankfort  what  are  they  doing  for  the 
poor?  We  have  hundreds  in  our  mijn  who 
could  spare  ol  their  abuudance  without 
kuowing  it.  What  are  they  doitrg- tor  suf 
ing  humanity  ? 

To  feed  the  hungry,  and  clothe  the  naked, 
ami  relieve  sufferiiiL'  in  any  form,  is  the  duty 
of  the  rutiiuiiinity  in  the  aggregate,  and  in- 
dividually, and  to  permit  the  unfortunate  to 
suffer,  when  they  could  be  relieved,  would 
be.  not  only  unchristian,  but  inhuman.

— The  quiet 
little  village  of  Golden  Pond,  in  Trigg 
county,  was  again  disturbed  on  Christmas 
night.  The  guerrilla  Col.  Martin;  who  was 
lately  routed  by  the  citizens,  made  his  ap- 
pearance with  tourteen  men,  having  crossed 
the  Tennessee  river  at  Eggnor's  Ferry  in  a 
canoe,  and  going  to  Golden  Pond  on  foot, 
where  they  stole  ten  horses,  and  took  off"  as 
prisoners  W.  A  L'ogard.JFirst  Lieut.  Ken- 
tucky militia;  Joseph  Bogard,  J.  E.  Hodge, 
ami  H.  M  Choat.  They  declared  their  in- 
tentions of  hanging  Lieut.  Bogard.  The 
citizens  were  taken  so  completely  by  sur- 
prise that  immediate  pursuit  could  not  be 
made,  but  very  early  the  next  morning  a 
considerable  squad  started,  in  the  hope  to 
overtake  them,  but  the  result  of  the  expedi- 
tion had  not  been  heard  on  the  27th  ult. 
For  nearly  two  months  these  guerrillas  have 
had  entire  possession  of  Marshall,  Callo- 
way, and  other  counties  west  of  the  Tennes- 
see river,  robbing  the  citizens  and  conscript- 
ing every  man  into  the  rebel  service.  We 
are  confident  that  Gov.  Bramlette  will  order 
the  prompt  arrest  of  several  prominent  rebel 
sympathizers  in  Trigg  county  to  be  held  as 
hostages  for  the  safe  return  and  proper 
treatment  of  the  loyal  citizens  abducted 
from  Golden  Poud. 

Jt£r"t,'olonel  Maunsel  White  died  at  N'ew 
Orleans  on  the  16th  ult  at  the  advanced  age 
ol  eighty-two  He  was  born  in  Ireland,  but 
came  to  this  State  in  his  boyhood,  where  he 
remained  until  1802,  and  then  moved  to  N'ew 
Orleans,  entering  into  commercial  pursuits 
with  great  success  He  was  the  last  survivor 
but  one  (Gen.  Pallray)  ol  the  Louisiana 
Blues,  a  volunteer  company  lor  the  defense 
of  his  residence  in  1814.  After  the  war,  he 
engaged  iu  business  with  Edward  Chapman 
until  1825,  and  then  devoted  himself  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits  on  Ins  plantation  in  Pla- 
quemines. The  Picayune  says,  of  this 
eminent  and  highly  honored  citizen,  that 
he  was  a  man  ol  excellent  judgment,  of 
great  purity,  and  singleness  of  character,  of 
unspotted  integrity,  uud  anient  patriotism, 
and  was  for  this  reason  frequently  called  by 
his  fellow  citizens  to  represent  them  in  the  leg- 
islativecounsels ol  the.State,  in  which  hegave 
most  valuable  assistance  He  lived  to  a  ripe 
old  age,  and  leaves  a  large  family  to  mourn 
with  the  community  the  loss  of  one  ol  its 
most  respected  and  venerated  citizens. 

— An  order 
has  been  procured  in  court  lor  the  sale  of  the 
of  the  New  York  Express  newspaper  estab- 
lishment Upon  the  proceedings,  it  was  argu- 
ed in  favor  of  the  application,  that  the  trea- 
sonable tone  ol  the  paper,  under  the  Brooks' 
management,  had  Injured  the  character  an  J 
popularity  of  the  paper  and  depreciated  its 
value.  In  reply,  it  was  alleged  that  a  traitor- 
ous and  disloyal  course  was  not  unpopular  in 
New  York,  and  therefore  could  not  have 
the  effect  imputed  upon  the  prosperity  of 
the  journal.  The  judge,  however,  ordered 
the  sale,  but  whether  on  the  ground  that 
disloyalty  was  at  a  discount,  or  not.  does 
not  appear  in  the  proceedings.

Serenade  to  6M .  W   T.  Sherman. 

A  Cincinnati  paper  says,  Tuesday  evening 
about  tan  o'eloek,  Major  General  Sherman 
who  arrived  on  the  evening  train  from  Louis- 
ville, was  serenaded  by  the  Newport  Bar 
racks  Band.  At  the  close  of  the  serenade, 
General  Sherman  was  called  out  on  the  bal- 
cony by  the  crowd  whieh  had  congregated. 
Alter  tbe  subsidence  of  the  three  cheers, 
which  were  given  with  a  will.  General  Sher- 
man said  in  substance,  viz  : 

Good  evening,  gentlemen.  I  am  touch  ob 
liged  to  you  for  ibis  call.  1  am  not  a  speech- 
maker.  It  is  not  my  pleasure,  nor  is  it  my 
duty.  I  am  simply  on  my  way  to  see  my 
family  in  Ohio,  and  I  almost  feel  that  in 
leaving  the  army  I  have  done  wrong.  My 
place,  is  in  the  front,  and  the  only  apology  I 
have  to  offer  Is,  that  1  intend  to  go  back  so 
soon  as  decency  will  permit.  [Cheers.] 

1  have  never  spoken  in  Cincinnati,  al- 
though I  have  many  personal  Iriends  here. 
Your  press  has  followed  me  with  a  vindic- 
liveness  more  terrible  than  any  pursuit 
could  possibly  be  by  savages  They  have 
sought  to  place  me  below  the  level  of  a  ne- 
gro, and  yet  1  have  uever  made  any  reply 
No  man  could  say  that  I  ever  enunciated 
auy  dishonorable  thought,  or  was  guilty  of 
any  dishonorable  act.  My  soldiers  feel  that  1 
have  been  a  faithful  leader,  and  that  I  have 
always  led  them  successfully  ;  and  I  believe 
you,  my  fellow-citizens,  at  even  this  stand 
point,  concur  in  that  same  leeling. 

I  preler,  gentlemen,  to  speak  as  little  as 
possible,  lest  what  I  may  say  should  be  tor- 
tured and  construed  into  something  wrong. 
I  know  what  I  am  about  and  the  army  un- 
der me  know  what  they  are  about.  We  are 
striviug  to  vindicate  our  country's  honor  in 
this,  her  hour  ol  adversity  and  trial,  aid  if 
any  of  you,  gtgitlemen,  think  or  believe  you 
can  do  betteByou  have  now  an  excellent 
opportunity,  ■tugliter,  and  "that  is  so,"]

than  those  oHliearmy  which  he  command 
ed.

•'running  the  blockade"  by  individuals,  un- 
der pain  of  forfeiture  ol  the  goods  brought 
in  and  imprisonment  during  the  war. 

8.  Declare  these  laws  war  measure?,  uud 
make  those  who  violate  them  amenable  to 
the  inilitarv  courts
